Kuta,  Birecki,  Roca 
Make  a Difference

Anyone  who  has  ever  meandered 
downstairs  in  the  gym  might  notice  a 
familiar  room,  seemingly  secluded 
but,  in  truth,  overflowing  with  sweat- 
and  mud-covered  Andover  students. 
If  one  has  failed  to  look  inside,  they 
would  not  know  the  energy  that  fills 
the  room-  the  Training  Room  that  is. 
Mike  Kuta  (new  father  of  Joseph 
Paul),  Kathy  Birecki,  and  Jose  Roca 
try  their  hardest  to  help  students 
learn  how  to  take  better  care  of  the- 
mselves. 

Except  for  the  common  thread  of 
caring  for  Andover  students,  the 
three  declare  the  ’most  important 
aspect’  of  their  jobs  quite  differently. 
According  to  Kuta,  trainers  are 
“ charged  with  prevention,  treat- 
ment, and  rehabilitation  of  athletic 
injuries  incurred  by  Phillips  Academy 
students.”  Birecki  feels  that  their 
job,  unlike  the  typical  job  of  an  ath- 


letic trainer,  is  to  “ watch  and  listen 
to  students,  in  order  to  help  them 
make  proper  decisions  about  playing: 
teaching  the  students  that  sometimes 
it’s  better  to  sit  out.” 

According  to  Roca  and  Kuta,  when 
a student  who  has  an  injury  is  incap- 
able of  fulfilling  the  athletic  require- 
ment, and  is  excused  by  a physician, 
they  begin  a period  of  “ medical  ex- 
cuse.” Med-ex,  as  the  veterans  call 
it,  involves  going  to  the  trainers  at 
least  three  times  a week  for  treat- 
ment, rehabilitation,  and  exercise 
which  is  safe  for  the  injury.  The 
trainers  encourage  students  to  obtain 
or  maintain  physical  fitness  while  on 
Med-ex.  Birecki  explained  that  she 
tries  to  cater  to  the  individual;  for  a 
student  who  hates  sports,  her  course 
of  Med-ex  would  focus  more  on 
rehabilitation  than  on  training,  while 
with  serious  athletes,  she  tries  to  give 
them  “ lots  of  work,”  and  vary  their 
exercise  (so  as  not  to  bore  them). 

Kuta,  Birecki,  and  Roca,  all  feel 
very  strongly  that 
students  should 
be  aware  of  their 
bodies’  needs  and 
conditions.  Many 
students  avoid 
the  trainers  for 
fear  of  having  to 
miss  practice  or 
games.  According 
to  Kuta,  this  is  a 
“ self-fulfilling 
prophecy.”  If  a 
student  addresses 
the  injury  im- 
mediately, they 


can  avoid  further  damage  and  will 
fully  recover  faster.  Birecki  adds, 
“It  N importani  to  see  the  big  pic- 
ture. " 

The  Trainers  is  not  only  for  those 
who  have  injuries.  If  one  is  in  need 
of  an  assessment  of  body  fat  per- 
centage, training,  nutritional  advice, 
or  even  just  a good  talk,  the  training 
room  is  the  place  to  go.  “ We  try  to 
make  it  as  pleasant  as  possible,” 
says  Birecki,  “ The  training  room  is 
not  a scary  place;  there  is  no  press- 
ure. We  don’t  allow  books,  except 
for  Calvin  and  Hobbes.  When  you 
come  in,  you  leave  the  other  stuff 
behind.” 

Kuta,  Birecki,  and  Roca  cited  their 
favorite  part  of  the  job  as  when 
students  simply  come  in  to  talk. 
“ When  students  come  to  seek  us 
out,”  said  Birecki,  “ it  makes  that 
little  ego  of  ours  feel  good.”  Both 
Roca  and  Birecki  felt  as  if  they  are 
pivotal  parts  in  the  students  lives. 
Explained  Birecki,  “ When  they 
speak  with  us,  they  have  our  un- 
divided attention,  one  on  one.” 

When  asked  about  the  worst  part 
of  their  job,  they  had  a hard  time 
coming  up  with  answers,  but  finally, 
they  decided  that  paperwork  and 
hours  were  disadvantages. 

Next  year,  there  will  be  a new 
training  room  in  the  old  weight 
room.  They  are  expanding,  and  will 
be  more  accessible.  By  the  way,  when 
they  help  you,  smile  and  say  thank 
you;  it  makes  all  the  difference.  “ I 
love  seeing  kids  leave  with  a smile  on 
their  face,”  concludes  Roca.

The 
runners  looked  at  the  race  as  a hard 
workout,  because  they  were  not  pre- 
pared to  race  so  early  on  in  the  sea- 
son.

Creaghan  Trainor  knows  cross- 
country. he  has  approached  his  post- 
graduate year  with  enthusiasm  and 
intensity.  Both  of  his  races  thus  far 
have  been  stellar  performances. 
With  an  outstanding  win  last  Satur- 
day against  the  Holderness  team, 
Creaghan  has  been  presented  with 
the  Athlete  of  the  Week  award. 

Creaghan  has  been  running  since 
the  age  of  eight,  he  doesn’t  really 
know  how  or  why  he  started  runn- 
ing, but  he  “ just  did.”  His  running 
career  started  in  his  hometown  of 
Chelmsford,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  ran  for  the  local  middle  schools. 
Then  he  chose  to  attend  Central 
Catholic  High  School  where  his 
competitive  running  really  took  off. 
In  his  four  years  at  Central  he  was  a 
four-time  Lowell  Sun  All-Star.  This 
award  is  chosen  by  the  Lowell  Sun 
sportswriters  and  is  given  to  one  of 
the  area’s  top  athletes.  He  was  also 
a four-time  All-Merrimack  Valley 
Conference  runner.  Last  year,  he 
placed  second  in  the  new  England 
Indoor  Championships  with  a time 
of  2:36  in  the  1000  meter. 

In  Creaghan’s  first  race  of  the 
season,  he  recorded  a personal  best 
as  he  crossed  the  finish  line  with  a 
time  of  16:38  against  Holderness. 
Nick  Thompson  ’93  was  only  two

Spect- 
ator Amy  Clark  ’93,  from  the  Girl’s 
Cross  Country  team  commented, 
“ This  had  to  be  one  of  the  most 
exciting  and  exhilarating  races  that 
I’ve  ever  seen.  I didn’t  know  how 
well  our  guys  would  do,  but  sure 
enough,  they  placed  themselves  up 
with  the  top  runners.  A wave  of  ela- 
tion swept  over  me  as  the  runners 
swept  by.  It  seemed  as  if  they  had 
wings  on  their  feet.”

Bergren  was  the  number  one  runner 
for  the  Girls’  Cross  Countrv  team 
this  fall.  She  set  the  3.1  mile  course 
record  of  20:25  against  Exeter,  aver- 
aging a 6:25  minute  mile.  For  the 
past  three  years  she  has  been  a con- 
sistent member  of  the  varsity  squad, 
leading  all  competitors  in  the  pack. 

. Chrissy  embarked  on  her  first  jog 
with  her  father  after  stuffing  her 
face  at  the  famous  Fog  City  Diner 
in  her  former  hometown  of  San 
Francisco.  One  mile  was  all  the 
twelve-year  old  could  take  in  her 
rubber  soled  Keds  and  cut-off  jeans. 
Little  did  she  know  that  in  three 
years  she  would  be  breaking  records 
for  her  high  school  team. 

The  most  frustrating  experience 
for  an  athlete  is  to  be  denied  the 
chance  to  perform.  After  suffering 
from  recurring  shin  and  ankle  injur- 
ies last  year,  she  made  a remarkable 
recovery.  Chrissy  is  undoubtedlv  a 
natural  athlete  and  with  the  encour- 
agement of  her  father  and  the  in- 
spiration of  teammate  Liz  Roberts 
’93,  she  ran  circles  around  all  other 
runners.  Prior  to  Andover,  Bergren 
swam  competitively  but  after  ten 
years  claims  that  she  was  burned 
out.  Instead,  Bergren  has  carried  her 
outstanding  athletic  ability  into  the 
cross  country  field.  “ Running  is

therapy  tor  me.  it  s tne  only  time 
I’m  able  to  channel  my  emotions 
out  on  something  other  than  mys- 
elf.” 

In  the  summer  of  1990,  Bergren 
attended  a running  camp  in  Califor- 
nia, where  she  ran  along  the  Pacific 
coastline  for  two  weeks.  She  has 
been  a member  of  the  indoor  and 
outdoor  track  teams  for  the  past 
two  years,  proving  once  again  that 
she  is  a competent  runner.  Her  ex- 
pectations are  high,  as  she  is  con- 
stantly setting  new  goals  for  herself 
and  the  team. 

Her  most  memorable  meet  was 
against  Roxbury  Latin,  a meet  early 
in  the  season  in  which  everyone  ran 
together.  This  race  was  exciting  for 
Bergren  because  despite  a wrong 
turn  in  the  course,  the  team  ran  as  a 
group  and  still  managed  to  secure 
first  place  out  of  the- three  teams. 
“ Roxbury  Latin  is  an  all-boys 
school.  Of  course  I'm  aoine  to  run 


faster  around  the  football  team,” 
said  Bergren.  Last  year  competition 
lay  more  within  the  team  rather 
than  against  other  schools.  The 
Roxbury  Latin  meet  was  a clairvoy- 
ant glimpse  of  the  future  perform- 
ance of  the  team.  The  team  suffered 
few  defeats  this  season. 

Overall,  Bergren  had  a successful 
season.  She  was  disappointed  with 
Interschols,  placing  fourth  for  An- 
dover. Since  this  year’s  Interschols 
were  held  at  home,  parents,  friends, 
familiar  faces,  and  spectators 
flooded  the  sidelines.  This  brought 
both  encouragement  and  pressure  to 
the  team  and  affected  Chrissy’s  per- 
formance. 

She  believes  that  the  worst  way  to 
approach  a race  is  to  imagine  your 
own  victory  because  it  slows  you 
down  and  inhibits  your  concentra- 
tion. She  partly  credits  this  season’s 
successes  to  the  numerous  amounts 
of  home  meets.  “ I knewr  .that 
course  like  the  back  of  my  hand 
which  helped  me  a lot  during  the 
races.”  Her  teammates  admired  her 
consistent  effort  that  she  exempli- 
fied throughout  all  practices,  races, 
and  team  dinners.  “ She  is  an  exqui- 
site cook,”  claims  one  of  her 
teammates.  “ She  always  puts  100% 
effort  into  everything  she  does.” 

Liz  Roberts  will  be  next  -year’s 
captain,  a decision  that  Chrissy  her- 
self feels  is  best  for  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  team.  She  believes  this 
to  be  the  case  because  of  her  ex- 
tremely psychological  approach  to 
the  sport.  She  will  nevertheless  be  a 
prominent  member  of  the  team  be- 
cause she  has  demonstrated  the 
drive,  intensity,  and  raw  talent  that 
has  sparked  the  team  to  its  winning 
season.

Defensively,  Taft  was  dominated 


and  their  spirit  so  broken  that  they 
once  punted  on  third  down.  Christ- 
mas was  the  scourge  of  the  pitiful 
Taft  team  as  he  had  twelve  solo 
tackles  and  three  sacks.  Andy  Bedell

Football ’s  Doug  Steele

To  teammates  and  coaches  of  the 
varsity  football  team,  he  is  known 
as  “ The  Man  of  Steel”  but  around 
campus,  he  is  known  simply  as 
Doug  Steele,  a reserved  and  modest 
senior.  “ Exceptional  athletes  and 
their  performances  come  and  go  but 
examples  of  sheer  determination  are 
what  molds  a true  athlete.  Doug  is 
lining  proof  of  that,”  explains  cap- 
tain Todd  Lubin  ’92.  Doug’s  per- 
formance on  Saturday  in  football’s

Last  Saturday,  the  Boys’  Vars- 
ity Football  team  travelled  to 
Cushing  in  an  attempt  to  rebound 
after  a disheartening  loss  to 
Choate.  Unfortunately,  the  Cush- 
ing team  proved  to  be  an  able  op- 
ponent and  beat  the  Blue,  21-14. 

Once  again  the  team  played 
hard,  smart  football  against  a 
large  team,  who  in  the  end  was 
too  much  for  an  Andover  team 
that  at  times  lacked  their  usual 
drive  to  win.

Andover  came  out  strong  early, 
keeping  the  Cushing  defense  un- 
balanced by  the  mixture  of  pass- 
ing and  running  plays.

The  Andover  offense  sputtered  early 
and  failed  to  score  in  the  first  quar- 
ter. BC  looked  in  command. 

The  PA  offense  rose  to  the  occa- 
sion in  the  second  quarter  and  put 
together  a good  drive,  capping  it 
with  a twenty  yard  touchdown  run 
by  Ken  Brisbois  ’93,  and  failing  to 
score  the  extra  point,  the  score  was 
tied  6-6.  The  two  teams  then  battled 
it  out  in  a see-saw  stand-off,  until 
BC  High  punched  through  at  the 
close  of  the  second  quarter  on  a 
scoring  run.  They  then  made  the 
two  point  conversion  and  led  14-6  at 
the  half. 

Halftime  featured  the  debut  of 
Andover’s  marching  band,  who 
marched  out  two  by  two  to  the  beat 
of  steel  cans  before  forming  a big  A 
in  the  middle  of  the  field.

Ryan  Westendorf

"Ryan  Westendorf  is  a golden 
boy.  He’s  a big  play  person  that  can 
be  counted  on  to  come  through  in 
the  clutch.  There’s  no  questions  he’s 
a Division  I caliber  player.  He’s  got 
fantastic  hands  but  after  the  catch 
he’s  even  better  on  the  run,"  com- 
ments Coach  Leon  Modeste  on  his 
post-graduate  star  wide  receiver. 

When  the  time  on  the  clock  was 
wasting  away  and  the  game  on  the 
line,  the  coaching  staff  knew  exactly 
who  to  go  to:  Westie.  Late  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  Saturday’s  foot- 
ball matchup  with  Boston  College 
High,  Ryan  came  through  with  the 
single  most  dramatic  play  of  this 
year’s  sports  season.  With  Andover 
deep  in  their  own  end  and  struggling 
to  break  a deadlock  22-22  tie,  Ryan 
ran  a quick  slant  pattern  and 
received  a pass  from  quarterback 
Matt  Wright  ’92  on  his  own  twenty- 
seven  yard  line.  Then  the  fun 
started;  he  bobbed  and  weaved  his 
way  through  oncoming  defenders. 
After  evading  several  tackles,  he  cut 
back  on  the  lone  free  safety  and 
won  a foot  race  to  the  endzone. 
That  play  marked  the  biggest  upset 
of  the  year  thus  far.  BC  High  is 
one  of  the  top  ranked  public  school 
powerhouses  in  the  Boston  area. 

Ryan  grew  up  in  San  Clemente  in 
Southern  California.  He  started 
playing  football  in  the  ninth  grade 
at  St.  Margaret’s  Prep  School.  Dem- 
onstrating that  he  was  a superior 
athlete,  he  quickly  learned  the  posi-

He  understands  the 
importance  of  the  Andover/Exeter 
rivalry  and  he  knew  he  wanted  to  be 
wearing  blue  on  game  day.  Westie 
discusses  his  anticipation  of  the  on- 
coming Exeter  matchup,  “ I can’t 
wait  to  play  against  Exeter.  Playing 
up  there  gives  the  game  more 
significance  to  our  team.  All  of  the 
odds  are  against  us  and  this  just 
adds  another  obstacle,  that’s  how 
we  like  it.” 

The  Blue  (4-3)  enters  the  game 
looking  to  repeat  this  week’s  upset 
against  an  undefeated  Exeter  squad. 
Everyone  knows  the  record  book 
goes  out  the  window  for  this  game.

Football  Topples  Exeter  33-14

They  culminated  their 
drive  when  quarterback  Josh  Whip- 
ple hit  Ryan  Eldridge  from  fourteen 
yards  out  for  the  six.  They  con- 
verted the  point-after  and  had 
quickly  cut  the  Andover  lead  to  thir- 
teen. 

The  Red  offense  was  now  in  high 
gear,  and  on  their  next  possession 
they  drove  down  the  field.  They 
looked  to  be  on  the  verge  of  scoring 
late  in  the  half,  with  the  ball  on  the 
twenty-two  of  Andover,  when  the 
quarterback  dropped  back  in  the 
pocket  and  fired  across  the  field.

The  game  was  sealed  in  the 
fourth  quarter  when  Aime  scored 
from  thirty  yards  out  and  Jed 
Walentas  ’92  converted  the  point- 
after  kick.

The  1991  Boys’  Varsity  Soccer 
season  featured  one  of  the  best  and 
most  talented  teams  in  recent  mem- 
ory. This  powerful  team  outscored 
opponents  by  fifteen  goals,  scoring 
31  goals  in  16  games  and  allowing 
only  16  points  while  registering  7 
shutouts.  The  formidable  defense  of 
the  Blue  paced  the  team  to  a record 
of  eight  wins  in  sixteen  matches  with 
four  losses  and  four  ties,  in  the  pro- 
cess qualifying  for  a berth  in  the 
New  England  Prep  School  Champi- 
onships. Chris  Oliviero  was  the 
lynchpin  of  this  defense.  Assigned 
the  task  of  marking  the  greatest 
scoring  threat  on  each  opposing 
team,  Oliviero  came  through  consis- 
tently.

Oliviero’s  season  at  Andover  was 
marked  by  consistent  excellent  play.

Chris’s  dedication  to  the  sport 
and  the  team  was  seen  before  the 


fame  against  Suffield  in  the  first 
round  of  the  New  England  tourna- 
ment. Ill  the  previous  day,  Oliviero 
had  checked  into  Isham,  where  he 
spent  the  night.  He  awoke,  walked 
out  of  the  infirmary,  and  boarded 
the  bus.  Once  there  Chris  played 
one  of  his  best  games.  He  also  had 
great  games  against  Deerfield  and 
NMH  but  ranked  the  game  against 
Exeter  as  his  favorite,  “ because 
after  that  game  we  qualified  for  the 
tournament,  which  was  really  cool.” 
Captain  Duncan  Harris  described 
Oliviero  as  “ one  great  player.

Boys  Snag  the  Cup,  Make  the  ’ship

The  1992  Boy’s  Varsity  Team  had  their  finest 
season  in  years  compiling  a record  of  8-3-5  while 
winning  the  Dunbar  Cup  and  qualifying  for  the 
New  England  Prep  School  Championships.  They 
were  the  first  PA  squad  ever  to  make  the  eight 
team  field  of  the  Prep  Championships.

Be- 
fore the  Cushing  game  Mike  Sullivan  '94  ex- 
pressed similar  feelings  of  depression  when  he 
said,  “I’m  not  having  fun  any  more.”  That  night 
Andover  went  out  and  beat  Cushing  2-0  under  the 
lights,  Sullivan  put  in  the  second  goal,  and  from 
then  on  PA  went  undefeated  for  the  rest  of  the 
regular  season. 

The  next  Wednesday.  PA  traveled  to  Harvard 
and  and  tied  the  JV  squad  3-3  in  one  of  their  best 
efforts  of  the  year.  PA  had  been  playing  well,  but 
the  Harvard  JVs  kept  with  them  goal  for  goal  and 
the  intense  battle  went  into  overtime.  During  the 
Harvard  game,  the  Andover  squad  had  found  the- 
mselves, and  they  were  beginning  to  have  fun 
again.

The  morning  of  the  batde  was  sunny  and 
cold,  but  the  Andover  players  were  intense  and 
focused.  The  season  would  be  complete  if  they 
could  beat  the  Exies.  The  first  half  was  scoreless, 
but  by  the  second  half  all  of  the  Andover  fans  had 
arrived  and  were  voicing  their  full  support.  PA 
was  inspired  and  with  about  ten  minutes  left  tri- 
captain Duncan  Harris  ’92  put  in  what  looked  like 
the  winning  goal.  However,  with  little  time  left 
Exeter  came  up  with  the  tying  goal  and  the  game 
went  into  overtime.

After 
playing  all  summer  with  a club  in  Providence, 
RI,  Lisiak  seems  more  than  ready  to  step  in 
just  where  he  left  off  last  season.  Lisiak, 
whose  season  culminated  with  the  honor  of 
being  named  to  the  All-Interscholastic  second 
team  after  last  year’s  tournament,  looks  to  an- 
chor a impenetrable  defense. 

The  other  three  returning  starters  are  Cap- 
tain Chad  Stern  ’92,  Noah  Caruso  ’92,  and 
Jason  Heim  ’92.  The  dangerous  trio  will  be 
responsible  for  supplying  valuable  team 
leadership,  and  establishing  a veritable  offens- 
ive threat.  Caruso,  a four  year  varsity  letter 
winner,  and  one  of  last  season’s  leading 
scorers  will  be  put  to  good  use  not  only  for 
his  dangerous  shots,  but  for  his  sprinting  abil- 
ity. One  of  the  fastest  sprinters  in  New  En- 
gland, Caruso  will  swim  the  sprints  for  the 
team  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  Stern, 
also  a deadly  scoring  threat  form  the  outside, 
will  be  expected  to  step  up  as  the  teams  pre- 
eminent leader.  His  strong  shooting  abilities, 
coupled  with  his  stalwart  defense,  make  him 
one  of  the  most  well  rounded  players  on  the 
team.  Heim,  the  fourth  returning  starter  and 
another  All-Interschol  second  team  player  is 
also  expected  to  start  where  he  left  off  last 
season.  Supplementing  Stern,  Heim  is  an  asset 
both  on  offense  and  defense. 

The  other  three  openings  in  the  line  up,

The  Piaseckis  will  fill  in  for 
Hill  and  Peck  as  the  team’s  two-meter 
specialists.  In  the  first  two  games,  the  two 
showed  that  they  are  prepared  to  do  more 
than  just  “ fill  in;”  they  are  ready  to  control 
the  team  on  offense  and  defense.  The  “ Van 
Damme”  brothers  may  soon  prove  to  be  the 
most  important  ingredient  to  Andover’s 
success.  Dwight  and  Lehneis,  also  returning 
letter  winners,  both  played  with  Lisiak  in  Pro- 
vidence over  the  Summer.  The  Summer  has 
proven  valuable  for  both  as  they  have  shown 
more  improvement  than  any  other  team  mem- 
ber, and  have  proven  to  be  integral  parts  of 
the  team’s  prosperity. 

Uppers  Carter  Keller  and  David  Lai,  the 
team’s  other  returning  players,  and  a host  of 
other  experienced  players  will  supply  the  much 
needed  support  from  the  bench. 

After  defeating  Williston  thoroughly,  20-6, 
and  Loomis-Chaffee,  6-5,  the  team  appears  to 
be  off  to  what  should  be  an  outstanding  sea- 
son. The  two  games,  coming  after  only  two 
days  of  practice,  are  a good  indicator  of  the 
success  which  should  follow.

Suffield

It  was  nearing  seven  o’clock  on 
the  cold,  bittei  evening  of  February 
twenty-ninth  when  the  Big  Blue 
stepped  on  the  ice  at  the  Sumner 
Smith  Hockey  Rink.  Their  impassiv- 
ity in  their  eyes  was  not  an  expres- 
sion of  arrogance  or  cockiness,  but 
of  sheer  confidence  that  they  would 
demolish  their  opponent.  Their 
counterpart  on  the  ice  were  not  any 
ordinary  opponent  that  bone  chilling 
night  - it  .was  Exeter.  None  of  the 
current  players’  on  the  Andover 
squad  had  ever  tasted  victory  while 
facing  the  Red,  which  only  added 
more  fuel  to  their  fire.  The  Blue’s 
season  thus  far  was  not  spectacular, 
but  a very  consistent  one,  compiling 
an  1I-I0;2  record.  This  game  would 
decide  the  fate  of  their  season  - ev- 
erything depended  on  annihilating 
Exeter. 

The  game  began  on  a sour  note 
when  Exeter  scored  what  many  of 
the  Blue’s  player’s  now  describe  as  a 
“Mickey  Mouse”  goal.

Luckily  for  the 
Blue,  his  Herculean  performance 
made  up  for  the  poor  officiating  of 
the  referees,  something  which  has 
plagued  Phillips  throughout  the  sea- 
son. 

The  Blue  began  to  pull  away 
from  the  humiliated  Red  Griffins 
late  in  the  third  period  when  Ethan 
Phillpott  ’93  laid  in  a goaPon  a Nel- 
son pass.  Leading  3-2  with  just 
under  thirteen  minutes  remaining  in 
the  game,  Andover  momentarily  let 
down  its  guard,  which  allowed  the 
last  of  Exeter’s  two  goals.  This  last 
minute  comeback  attempt  proved  to 
be  in  vain  however,  as  the  Big  Blue 
successfully  shut  down  the  offensive 
pow'er  of  the  Red  for  the  rest  of  the 
contest.  To  add  injury  to  insult, 
Jerry  Ambrosh  (’92)  put  the  finish- 
ing touches  on  an  emotional  victory 
for  Phillips  by  whipping  the  puck 
through  the  defenseless  Exeter 
goalie. 

The  1992  Boy’s  Varsity  Hockey 
Team  will  remember  this  victory  and 
this  season  for  years  to  come.  As 
forward  Dave  Wilhelm  said,  “ We 
came  a long  way  and  can  only  look 
back  with  pride.”

1 was 
proud  to  be  the  coach  of  such  a 
dedicated  and  positive  team,  and  I 
was  happy  to  see  all  their  hard  work 
pay  off.  Not  everyone  made  the  fi- 
nals, but  everyone  swam  well  and 
was  a valued  member  of  the  team. 

Many  students  and  faculty 
members  saw  some  new  hair-dos  in 
the  fashion  show/pep  rally  on  Fri- 
day night.  The  “ shaving  down” 
and  tapering  for  the  New  England 
Championships  is  a swimming  tradi- 
tion. Twenty-odd  schools  supplied 
with  box  lunches,  extra  razors,  and 
small  lycra  suits  compete  at  Exeter 
from  1 1 am  until  about  1 1 pm. 
Each  swimmer  has  to  make  the  top 
16  in  order  to  swim  again  in  the  fi- 
nals at  night.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 60-70  swimmers  in  each 


event,  so  placing  in  the  top  16  is  no 
easy  feat. 

We  started  the  finals  with  a 3rd 
in  the  Medley  Relay:  John  Rinehart, 
Dana  Piasecki,  Captain  Noah  Ca- 
ruso, and  Justin  Piasecki.  Then  Ca- 
ruso “ got  the  gold”  in  the  200  free- 
style with  an  All-American  time  of 
1:43.01.  In  the  200  IM,  Dana 
Piasecki,  sporting  a freshly  shaven 
head,  dropped  his  time  by  6 
seconds,  placing  5th  and  Captain 
Jason  Heim  placed  11th.  In  the  50 
free,  Kirk  Lehneis  was  8th,  Justin  P.

filled  Aussie,  was  13th  with  a time 
of  23.01. 

J.B.  Lipman  did  an  outstanding 
job  in  the  1 meter  diving,  placing 
first  out  of  25  divers.

Speedster  Alex  McCollom

"He’s  a great  captain  who  leads 
by  example,"  declared  Varsity  Track 
coach  Dr.  John  Strudwick  about 
this  week’s  Athlete  of  the  Week, 
Alex  McCollom.  This  Wednesday, 
Alex  helped  lead  the  boys’  varsity 
indoor  track  team  to  victory  over 
Exeter  by  winning  the  600  yard 
event  and  anchoring  the  winning 
4x400  relay  team.  His  achievement 
this  week  and  throughout  t he  season 
have  earned  him  Athlete  of  the 
Week  honors. 

Alex  grew  up  playing  ice  hockey 
in  Lexington,  Massachusetts  and 
never  really  considering  running 
track.  During  his  Junior  year  at  An- 
dover, however,  Hall  House  coun- 
selor Strudwick  encouraged  and  in- 
spired Alex  to  try  out  tor  the  track 
team,  thus  sparking  Alex’s  illustr- 
ious running  career.  Without  any 
prior  competitive  running  experi- 
ence, Alex  was  able  to  make  the  var- 
sity team  in  his  first  year. 

Four  years  of  hard  work,  dedica- 
tion, and  running  around  the  track  a 
couple  thousand  times  earned  Alex 
the  role  of  captain.  Becoming  cap- 
tain has  been  “ an  experience  which 
is  not  only  good  for  the  team  but  is 
good  for  Alex  himself,”  commented 
Dr.  Strudwick.  In  addition  to  runn- 
ing indoor  track,  Alex  runs  the  400 
and  800  meter  events  for  the  track 
team  in  the  Spring. 

This  season,  Alex  is  undefeated  in 
the  600  yard  event,  and  one  of  his 
best  performances  came  against  Exe- 
ter on  Wednesday.  Dr.  Strudwick

commented  that  the  600  yard  event 
was  the  key  to  the  meet.  McCollom 
faced  archrival  Joe  Vela,  who  had 
won  every  event  the  two  had  raced 
in  since  junior  year.  Tension  was 
high  as  the  two  stepped  to  the  line.

College  track  looks  to  be  promis- 
ing for  Alex  who  hopes  to  run  for 
Brown  University.  Dr.  Strudwick 
feels  strongly  that  Alex  will  be  a 
fabulous  Division-I  800  meter  run- 
ner. 

Strudwick  was  unreserved  in  his 
praise  for  Alex  when  he  said,  “ Alex 
is  the  best  he’s  been  this  year.”  Alex 
hopes  to  carry  this  winning  form 
into  the  upcoming  Interschols  where 
he  will  compete  in  the  300  yard,  600 
yard,  and  4x400  relay  events.

Piermarini  placed 
extremely  well  considering  the  tough 
competition  in  the  189  lb.  weight 
class. 

Andrew  Wilder  ’94  placed  fifth  in 
an  extremely  strong  152  lb.  weight 
class,  and  Jeff  Kaban  ’92  also  fin- 
ished fifth  in  the  125  lb.  weight 
class.  Mike  Sze  ’93,  replacing  in- 
jured co-captain  Taek  Kwon  ’92, 
wrestled  well  in  a loss  against  the 
first  seed  from  Exeter  in  the  130  lb. 
weight  class.  “ We  were  lucky  to 
have  such  a good  replacement  for 
the  130  weight  class,”  said  Coach 
Kip.  Carter  Smith  ’93  and  Joe 
Hong  ’92  both  added  to  the  team’s 
score  by  pinning  their  opponents  in 
the  first  round. 

Overall  Andover  wrestled  ex- 
tremely well  with  nine  of  its 
wrestlers  qualifying  for  the  All  New 
England  Tournament  in  two  weeks. 
Wilder  commented  ,"lt  was  unreal 
that  we  were  able  to  place  in  nine  of 
thirteen  weight  classes,  and  I’m  psy- 
ched we  came  in  third. " The  team 
showed  it  could  hold  its  own  against 
schools  with  larger  wrestling  pro- 
grams such  as  Exeter,  Deerfield,  and 
Tabor.  Andover’s  exceptional  per- 
formance was  a fitting  end  to  a 
strong  season.

Wrestling’s  Lawrence  Shin  Pins 
Down  Athlete  of  the  Week  Honors

Deerfield;  Cushing;  Hyde; 
Worcester;  NMH;  St.  Paul’s;  Milton; 
Governor  Dummer;  Concord  Car- 
lisle; Exeter;  All  have  fallen  to 
Lawrence  “ Larry”  Shin  on  the 
wrestling  mat.  His  brilliant  season 
culminated  last  Saturday  when  the 
team  travelled  to  NMH  for  Inter- 
schols.  Although  the  outlook  was 
grim  with  perennial  powers  such  as 
Exeter,  Deerfield,  and  Tabor  ex- 
pected to  Dominate,  the  team  over- 
powered their  opponents  and  came 
in  third,  with  Shin  winning  his  1J9 
weight-class,  avenging  his  sole  loss 
of  the  season  to  Mino  of  Tabor. 

Humble  Beginnings 

Shin  began  his  wrestling  career  in 
the  7th  grade  in  his  hometown  of 
Ashland,  Ohio.  In  his  own  words, 
shin  was  a “ decent”  wrestler,  but 
as  he  became  more  experienced,  his 
talent  flowered.  When  he  arrived  at 
Phillips  Academy  as  a Junior,  he 
made  the  wrestling  team  in  the  119 
weight  class  he  finished  the  year 
with  a sixth  place  finish  at  Inter- 
schols. 

His  breakthrough  came  his  Lower 
year  when  he  moved  down  to  the 
112-weight  class  and  dominated  his 
division.  Despite  a freak  hand-in- 
jury,  Shin  compiled  an  excellent 
record  and  eagerly  towards  Inter- 
schols.  With  the  tournament  at 
home,  the  Phillips  Academy  com- 
munity got  to  witness  Shin’s  hand- 
iwork as  he  pinned  his  way  to  the  fi- 
nals, only  to  lose  to  Aaron  Hoshide 
of  NMH  by  a simple  point.

However,  at  the  New  England 
tournament,  Shin  avenged  his  bitter 
loss  by  beating  Hoshide  in  the  finals 
and  capturing  the  112-crown.  To 
cap  off  a dream  season.  Shin  was 
elected  co-captain  of  the  wrestling 
squad  with  Taek  Kwon  ’92. 

Shades  of  1990  flashed  before 
Shin  as  he  approached  this  year’s 
season.  As  he  dominated  his  divi- 
sion yet  again,  opponent  after  op- 
ponent fell  to  his  skill  and  talent. 
His  sole  defeat  of  the  season  came 
to  arch-rival  Mino  of  Tabor,  where 
Shin  was  ahead  on  points  with 
seconds  left  in  the  match  but  a freak 
reversal  of  fortune  found  Shin 
pinned  at  the  last  second.  Driven  by 
the  bitter  loss,  he  focused  his  sights 
on  Interschols  where  he  could 
avenge  his  blemished  season. 

The  regular  season  closed  out 
against  Exeter,  traditionally  the 
strongest  team  in  the  league.  The 


results  were  bleak  for  Andover,  but 
Shin  achieved  one  of  only  two 
victories  for  PA. 

As  in  1990,  Shin  dominated  his 
bracket,  despite  his  low  third-seed- 
ing. After  getting  a first-round  bye, 
he  toyed  with  his  other  two  op- 
ponents and  pummeled  his  way  to 
the  finals  where  Mino  was  waiting. 
The  match  was  a hard  fought  and 
grueling  battle  of  will,  but  Shin  was 
the  clear-cut  victory  by  a 10-7  score. 
As  Shin  stood  atop  the  winner’s 
platform.  Coach  Nicholas  Kip  was 
so  overcome  by  emotion  that  he  em- 
braced Larry,  capping  off  an  out- 
standing season.  With  Interschols  in 
his  bag,  Shin  looks  towards  the 
National  tournament  at  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity in  Pennsylvania  and  then  to 
the  New  Englands  at  Hotchkiss. 

However,  Shin’s  contributions  to 
Phillips  Academy  do  not  stop  at  the 
wrestling  mat.  Aside  from  being  a 
captain  and  member  of  the  Athletic 
Advisory  Board,  he  also  serves  as 
the  vice-president  of  the  Korean  Stu- 
dent Fellowship  (KSF)  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Work  Duty  Commit- 
tee of  his  dorm,  Bishop  South.  So 
whether  he  is  mopping  up  a cush- 
ioned mat  with  his  opponent’s  sweat 
or  sweeping  the  third  floor  of 
Bishop  South,  Larry  Shin  possesses 
the  grace  and  skill  of  a true  cham- 
pion. In  the  words  of  Coach  Kip, 
“ He  set  the  most  electric  example 
in  matches  and  practices  out  of  any 
captain  in  my  twenty-four  years  of 
coaching.” 
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Boy’s  Wrestling  Foursome 
Bodyslams  New  England

Last  weekend  Andover  travelled 
to  Hotchkiss  to  compete  in  the  All- 
New  England  Independent  School 
Wrestling  Tournament.  To  qualify, 
wrestlers  had  to  place  fourth  or  bet- 
ter or  have  a personal  season  record 
above  .700.  Ten  of  Andover’s 
wrestlers  qualified  for  the  tourna- 
ment and  of  the  ten,  Mike  Sze(’93), 
Tim  Kay(’93),  Jeff  Kaban(’92), 
Larry  Shin(’92),  and  Dylan  Seff(’92) 
decided  to  go.

"Gus  is  one  of  the  hardest  workers 
on  the  team.  Gus’s  work  has  paid 
off,"  proclaimed  varsity  baseball 
coach  Andrew  Cline.  His  incredibly 
consistent  hitting  and  brilliant  7 inn- 
ing pitching  performance  against 
Cushing  has  earned  Gus 
Quattlebaum  “ Athlete  of  the 
Week”  honors. 

Ever  since  he  was  little,  Gus 
remembers  playing  baseball  here  in 
Andover.  First  it  was  hitting  around 
with  his  dad,  and  then  playing  Little 
League,  at  age  9.  Gus  comments, 
“ Ever  since  1 was  a little  tyke.  I’ve 
liked  baseball,  and  I’ve  always  had 
the  urge  to  hit.” 

Gus’s  devotion  to  baseball  has  al- 
ways been,  and  continues  to  be,  om- 
nipotent.

On  Saturday,  Andover’s  boys  and 
girls  Varsity  Crew  Teams  traveled  to 
Turkey  Pond  in  Concord,  New  Ham- 
pshire to  race  against  St.  Pauls.

On  Saturday,  May  16,  the  Andover 
crew  team  faced  Northfield  Mount 
Hermon  at  Andover’s  boathouse  on 
the  Merrimac.  For  the  guys’  teams, 
the  easy  wins  could  only  act  as 
morale  boosters  to  psyche  the  crews 
up  for  tommorrow’s  Interscholastic 
battle  in  Worcester.  The  girls’  teams 
fared  somewhat  less  successfully  with 
both  crews  losing,  but  they  can  only 
be  pleased  with  their  performances 
as  they  were  racing  higher  ranked 
crews. 

What  would  have  been  a great  op- 
portunity for  the  Andover  women 
was  transformed  into  a pair  of  tough 
losses  as  a result  of  the  injuries  on 
boat  one.  With  fully  half  of  the  boat 
suffering  problems  and  lnterschols 
only  a week  away,  the  coaches  opted 
to  let  the  entire  boat  recoup,  letting 
our  G2  race  against  their  G1  and  our 
G3  against  their  G2. 

Guys  Take  All 

The  B1  race,  the  last  race  of  the 
day,  had  to  deal  with  the  headwind 
and  waves  which  had  been  worsening 
throughout  the  days’  events.  By  the 
time  they  had  finished  their  race, 
even  an  occasional  white-cap  could 
be  seen.  The  headwind  did  not  deter 
Andover  from  handily  beating 
NMH,  but  it  did  prove  inconvenient 


in  light  of  their  recent  acquisition  of 
new  oars.  These  entirely  redesigned 
oars,  abandoning  the  traditional 
symmetry  of  the  blade  in  favor  of  a 
shovel  shape  which  allows  for  more 
surface  area  in  the  water  and  a 
cleaner  dig,  have  proved  to  reduce 
the  race  time  by  as  much  as  six 
seconds  with  no  wind  or  a tail-wind, 
but  in  a head-wind  they  can  be  more 
of  a hindrance  than  a help.  The  guys 
finished  with  a time  of  5:08,  well 
ahead  of  their  competitors. 

The  boys’  second  boat  also  proved 
victorious,  although  upon  docking 
many  of  them  felt  that  they  could 
have  rowed  much  better.  Despite 
their  clear  win  over  NMH  and  a time 
only  six  seconds  worse  than  their 
superiors,  they  felt  discouraged 
about  the  balance  of  the  boat  and 
the  fact  that  B3  had  also  beat  them 
by  six  seconds.  B3,  the  JV1  Vikings, 
managed  to  capture  the  same  time  as 
B1  by  racing  first  when  the  condi- 
tions remained  amicable.  They  can- 
not, however,  help  but  be  encour- 
aged by  their  times. 

Despite  their  pessimism  on  Satur- 
day, the  B2  coxswain  George 
Mitchell  ’94  feels  very  good  about 
the  upcoming  lnterschols.  “ People 
think  that  the  crew  team  sucks  be- 
cause we  keep  losing,  but  they  don’t 
understand  that  the  other  teams  have 
just  peaked  early.  After  recovering 


from  some  shifts  and  loss  of  rowers 
earlier  in  the  season,  we’re  just  start- 
ing to  come  together,  and  I think 
we’re  going  to  head  to  lnterschols 
right  as  we  peak.”

With  the  coaching  of  Julie  McC- 
leery  and  what  has  proved  to  be  a 
very  strong  lineup,  the  girls’  first 
boat  will  enter  lnterschols  with  high 
expectations  despite  some  lingering 
pains.

Eighth  Year  in  a Row

Captain  Brian  Sena.  ’92.  summed  up  the  1992 
cycling  season  saying,  “The  season  was  un- 
fortunately short,  but  very  intense.  The  team  did 
excellently  this  year,  and  with  all  the  young  talent 
on  the  team  I’m  sure  they’ll  he  a force  to  reckon 
with  in  the  years  to  come.”  The  girls'  team  contin- 
ued their  asphalt  dominance,  winning  Interschols 
for  the  eight  year  in  a row,  while  the  boys  finished 
a highly  respectable  second. 

The  Girls’  Cycling  Team  consisted  of  Yvonne 
Lamoureux  ’95,  Danielle  Sadler  ’94,  Laura 
Tolburt  ’94,  Alicia  Eastman  ’93,  Captain  Liz 
Roberts  ’93  and  Leah  Van  Eenwyk  ’92.  The  Guys’ 
Cycling  Team  A team  members  went  under  the 
names  of  Justin  Spence  ’94,  Greg  Whitmore  ’94, 
Doug  Frimen  ’93,  Dave  Lai  ’93,  and  Brian  Sena 
’92,  and  the  B team  called  themselves  Chuck 
Arensberg  ’95,  Mike  Corkery  ’93,  Gi-Soo  Lee 
’93,  John  MacNeil  ’93,  and  Carter  Smith  ’93. 

As  a result  of  cancellations,  the  team  raced  only 
four  times.  The  first  occurred  at  New  Hampton  on 
a twenty-eight  mile  circuit  with  a short,  but  steep 
hill  in  the  middle  section.  As  is  the  norm  for  bike 
courses,  it  ended  in  a steep  hill.  The  guys  did  well, 
placing  second  overall,  despite  the  B team’s  seve- 
ral fiat  tires  and  broken  chains.  All  five  A riders 
placed  in  the  top  half  of  the  total  twenty-five 
participants,  who  came  from  a variety  of  prep 
schools,  including  NMH,  Exeter,  Deerfield, 
Milton,  Hotchkiss,  Kimbal  Union,  Proctor,  and 
Cushing. 

The  second  race,  at  Putney,  (only  a mere  three 
hours  away)  went  smashingly.  The  A team  came 
in  first  and  the  B team  came  in  second.  In  the  A 
team  race,  Friman  came  in  at  sixth  place, 
Whitmore  at  eleventh,  and  Spence  at  fifteenth. 
Arensberg  snatched  third  place,  Smith  ninth,  and 
MacNeil  tenth. 

Andover  hosted  the  third  race  on  May  10.  The 
course  consisted  of  eighteen  laps  for  the  A team, 
and  fourteen  laps  for  the  B team,  with  each  lap 
measuring  1.4  miles.  Although  Hotchkiss  came  in 
first  place  unofficially,  because  of  an  unofficial 
rider  they  were  disqualified,  and  Andover’s  A 
team  stole  first  place.  Spence,  Whitmore,  Lai,  and 
Friman  finished  in  the  top  fifteen. 

On  May  17,  the  team  travelled  to  Deerfield  to 
compete  in  the  Neew  England  Prep  League  Inter- 
scholastic Cycling  Championship.  The  A team  did 
extremely  well,  capturing  second  place  overall. 
Paced  by  top  fifteen  finishers,  Friman, 
Whittemore,  and  Spence,  the  team  defeated 



powerhouses  Proctor,  Exeter,  Holdemess,  and  the 
semi-pro  team  from  Brattleboro,  falling  only  to 
NMH.  The  B team  also  did  well,  paced  by  MacN- 
eil and  his  aerodynamic  head  of  hair.  The  team 
unoffically  won  and  clearly  captured  the  hearts  of 
the  plethora  of  avid  cycling  fans. 

The  girl’s  team  lasted  the  sweet  nectar  of  vic- 
tory at  New  Hampton.  Eastman  walked  away  with 
first  place,  Roberts  with  second,  and  Sadler  with 
fourth  out  of  twenty-four  competitors.  The 
Putney  race,  a thirty-five  mile  course  filled  with 
non-stop  hills.  Sadler  emphatically  remarked,

His  domination  of  the 
throwing  events  throughout  the  sea- 
son and  his  record  setting  perform- 
ance on  Saturday  have  earned  Ethan 
Phillpott  the  Phillipian’s  Athlete  of 
the  Week  award. 

Born  in  Minnesota,  Ethan  grew  up 
right  here  in  North  Andover.  As  a 
new  lower,  through  no  one’s  encour- 
agement but  his  own,  Ethan  tried 
out  for  and  made  the  varsity  track 
team.  A mere  lower,  Ethan  took 


fourth  at  interschols  in  the  discus, 
wetting  the  appetites  of  coaches  and 
spectators  alike  for  what  was  sure  to 
be  an  even  more  spectacular  upper 
year. 

Spectacular  certainly  describes 
Ethan’s  performances  this  year  as  he 
has  tallied  71  points  thus  far  in  the 
season.  Ethan’s  ability  to  rack  up 
such  a great  number  of  points  has 
placed  him  first  in  both  the  discus 
and  the  shotput  in  e\ery  meet  except 
for  the  first  of  the  season  where  he 
took  a second  in  the  shot.

Long  practice 
hours  and  hard  work  are  the  only 
way  to  attain  such  perfection,  and 
Ethan’s  work  is  evident  every  time 
he  hurls  the  discus  well  past  his  com- 
petitors feeble  attempts.

College  coaches  have  ex- 
pressed there  interest  in  him  both  for 
his  track  and  hockey  talents.

In  practic- 
ally every  meet,  he  eame  in  first  place. 
He  has  broken  the  eleventh  grade  pole 
vaulting  record  by  clearing  the  bar  by 


eleven  feet  six  inches.  Next  year,  his 
competitors  will  tremble  when  they  see 
how  high  he  can  vault.  The  track  team  is 
looking  forward  to  watching  him  per- 
form next  year. 

Trevor  Bayliss  '94  has  had  a terrific 
season  and  has  displayed  his  supremacy 
in  the  800  and  the  1500.  At  interschols 
he  ran  the  800  in  2:01  to  place  fourth 
and  the  1500  in  an  incredible  time  of 
4:09  to  place  third.  Says  teammate  Doug 
Pennick.  “It’s  amazing  that  Trevor  can 
do  so  well  and  only  be  a lower.  He  will 
be  unstoppable  when  he  is  a senior.” 

In  the  3000,  uppers  Doug  Pennick  and 
Nick  Thompson  have  worked  together 
so  that  they  can  clinch  both  first  and 
second.  Since  they  both  run  cross-coun- 
try their  improvement  next  year  will 
most  likely  be  drastic.
